shocked by news of,the proposed 
fine.

“It’s a complete shock and 
surprise to us,”’ Nold said Mon- 
day. *‘We.felt over the past two 
years in working through the 
restoration (of the wetlands) 
we'd done everything ‘to the sat- 
isfaction of the Corps of Engi- 
neers and the EPA.” 

EPA spokesman Phillippa 
Cannon said the proposed fine 
stems from .an incident in 
August 1990, when Milam Recy 
cling and Dispasal illegally dis- 
eharged 32,500 cubic yards of 
crushed rock and soil onto 3.6 








acres of wetlands next to Old 
Cahokia Creek. = 

The rock and soil were moved 
to make a road to haul earth 
from the Fairmont Conservation 
Area. Nold said the area 
involved is on the south side of 
Interstate 55/70, across the high- 
way from the landfill itself. 

Cannon said the material was 
unlikely to contaminate drinking 
water or. endanger public health. 
But the violation still was seri- 
ous, according to Regional 
Director Dale S. Bryson of the 
EPA's Water Division. 

“Waste Management of Illinois 
should be aware of the require- 
ments of the Clean Water t, 
and there is no exeuse for “this 
company or its subsidiary ignor- 
ing wetlands regulations,’’ Bry- 
son said in the press release. 
EPA has proposed a’ substan- 
tial fine in order to counteract 
any financial gain the company 
may have received by damaging 
the wetland,”’ the release states 

The proposed fine is the maxi- 
mum allowed under the Clean 
Water Act. The act requires that 











the U.S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers issue a permit before any 
waters in the United States, 
including wetlands, are filled. 
“They were ordered to restore 
the wetland in-August of 1991,"" 
Cannon said. “They have certi- 
fied to the EPA that they’ve 
done so. This administrative 
complaint now is just an admin- 


“istrative thing to set a fine for 


the viplation.’* 

Nold said Monday that Milam 
has spent a considerable amount 
of money and éffort to restore 
the wetlands area where the 
alleged violation took. place. 

“We agreed to remove the 

gravel, and we have reseeded 
and replanted the wetland with 
native species,”’ Nold said.

A man suing a tobacco compa- 
ny because he got lung cancer 
after more_than .30 years of 
smoking said Thursday he didn’t 
believe doctors when they said 
smoking could cause cancer. 

Charles Kueper: of Cahokia 
repeatedly said he knew “it 
wasn’t good to smoke." Howev: 
er, he said he: continted to 
smoke until shortly before he 
wes: diagnosed with cancer in 
December 1990 

He said he quit then because 


he had devéloped a ‘‘constant 
cough" im the latter part of 
November that led him to seek 
nredical help. 

“I've tried to smoke since I 
quit because I get the urge for 
one; but I haven't smoked a 
complete cigarette. I don’t like

Although he said he tried at 
least 10 times in his life to quit 
smoking, Kueper said, he had 
not been successful for more 
than 24 hours at any time. 

He described his mifitary duty

Despite those short cessations, 
he would inevitably pick up 
another cigarette the next day, 
he-said. 
“T have thrown a half pack of 
cigarettes away because I want- 
to quit, but before the day 
was over with, I would have 
bought another pack,’* Kueper 
Said. *‘It’s not that easy to quit."”

**He’s not just a guy who's 
interested in getting a project 
here or a project there,"’ Gard- 
ner said. “Dick will do a good 
job. It’s evident to me he takes 
it seriously and will attempt to 
make sure the taxpayers get a 
dollar's worth for every dollar 
spent.""

Tire-reclaiming firm looks 
for greener pastures 


A_$9 million tire-reclaiming 
business proposed by Chuck 
Morris of Collinsville may be 
looking for another home Since 
Wood River City Council mem- 
bers took in the welcome-mat. | 

The council stopped short of 
youre for a package Jan. 4 that 
woul have brought Reclaim 
Manufacturing Company's new 
plant and up to 20 union jobs to 
town. The firm was to anchor an 
environmental park at Illinois 
Highways 143 and 3. 

“We're going to build it some- 
place,"" said Morris, a Collins- 
ville architect and the principal 
investor ¥2 

“We didn't negotiate with 
three or four: communities. We 
saw thé site and the land for 
sale’ and started pursuing it. 
Everything fell in line,’ he said. 

Company officials are looking 
for alternatives after the coun-. 
cil's surprise 2-2 vote. One coun- 
cilman’s unexpected conflict of 
interest kept him from casting 
the tie-breaker 

Councilman Dan Robien was 
eliminated from~ the vote 
because he is on the board of the 
Wood River Drainage and Levee 
District, which owns the proper- 
ty on which the plant was to be 
built. .

Robert Ferbert, a Reclaim 
representative, described the 
plant as the first to use an envi- 
ronmentally clean vacuum distil- 
lation process to reduce tires to 
the basic components of steel, 
carbon black, gas and fuel oil. 

“I'm not sure how many 
industries have the technology to 
be as clean as we are,"’ said 
Morris, an architect with AAI 
Campbell Inc. 

“I know we can find a ‘site, 
but it would have been neat to 
start an environmental 
clean industries,"" he a - 

Morris said the telephone ha 
been ringing with inquiries about 
the company, which he said can 

t everything from a tire back 
into the community’ with no 
waste. 

“It was not our intention that 
this be the only plant, just the 
first,”"’ he said. 

““‘We have talked to other 
states. This was to be the show- 
place.” z - 

Jones said he was not aware 
of_any other location the city 
could offer the company.

A fireplace may take the chill ' 
out of frosty days, but it may 
not really be effective in reduc- 
ing your overall energy bill, 
according to the Granite City 
grr tg of Realtors.

combustible material in the 
wood is lost as gas without burn- 
ing or producing heat,”’ she add- 
ed. 


This doesn’t mean you should 
give up your dream of cozy 
nights by the fire, she said. 

A few simple modifications 
can increase the energy efficien- 
cy of your fireplace. 

A heating grate made of hol- 
low tubing, that wraps around 
logs and extends over their tops, 
can recirculate heat produced by 
the fireplace into the room.

Certain models are equipped 
with electric blowers that 

hot air into the room instead’ of 
up the chimney. 

Fireplace covers also increase 
heating efficiency. Steel covers 
with fire-resistant glass enable 
you to watch the fire while 
receiving radiant heat through 
the glass. 

But be sure to leave your 
damper open when the fire is 
burning or while the coals are 
still glowing, she said. 

‘A cover should be placed over 
the opening of the fireplace at 
the end of the evening when the 
fire is nearly extinguished, but 
hot enough to require an open 
damper to release smoke. 

Make certain the cover is 
tight-fitting around the edges so 
that room heat does not escape. 

“The type of wood burned also" 
ean affect fireplace efficiency, 
Schmidt said. 

“Harder woods such as birch, 
oak and maple burn more slowly 
and give more evenly distributed 
heat. Softer woods such as pine 
burn faster and more unevenly. 

“Beware of green, unseasoned

The damper should be Kept 
closed whenever the fireplace 1s 
not in use, unless you are using: 
natural ventilation to cool your_ 
home. Otherwise, you may. find “ 
that it could_pull expensive-heat-— 
ed or cooled air from your 
house, which adds to your enér-” 
gy bill. 

To be sure the damper closes. 
tightly, hold ‘a hand mirror 
inside the chimney base to check 
for light leaks. 

As a safety precaution, ‘i 
also a good idea to have. your ™ 
chimnéy swept each year to 
remove debris and to check for . 
obstructions.

Fifteen years ago this month, on 
Dec. 20, 1977, President Jimmy 
Carter signed the package of 
amendments to the Social Secu- 
rity Act, which he -called ‘“‘the 
most important Social Security 
legislation since the program 
was established.”

The most famous 
result of the 1977 amendments 
was ‘‘the notch," 

The 1977 amendments created. 
the notch by correcting a mis 
take made in a prior law imple- 
menting automatic cost-of-living 
adjustments (COLAs). Officials 
believed that the COLAs overly 
compensated for inflation. and 
would push Social Security 
toward bankruptcy 





In effect, the correction cut 
benefits for all future Social 
Security recipients. This out- 


raged many people who weré 
near retirement age and had 
been counting on the higher level 
of benefits. Crities characterized 
the cut as a notch. 

In a statement signing the 
amendments into L Carter cit- 
ed the financial crisis facing the 
Social Security system. The 
problems caused by the COLA 
law were compounded by high’ 
inflation and unemployment, and 
declines in birth rates.

Q. A neighbor recently told me 
he’s thinking of moving to Spain 
and then- asked if his Social 
Security checks could be sent 
there. I sure don’t know. Can 
you tell us? 

A. United States citizens can 
get U.S. Social Security no mat- 
ter where they live. 

And because of international 
treaties, citizens of Austria, Bel- 
gium, Canada, France, Germa- 
ny. Greece, Ireland, Israel, Ita- 
ly, Japan, Spain, the United_ 
Kingdom and several other coun- 
tries also can get U.S. Social 
Security benefits even if they 
move out of the U.S 

Of course, they must have 
worked at least’ 10 years in 
employment covered b. our 
Social Security system and must 
meet all of our other require- 
ments for benefits. 

If your neighbor is not a U.S. 
citizen, 15 percent of his Social 
Security benefits may be deduct- 
ed from his check for U.S. taxes 
while he lives in Spain.

Parenting sometimes requires help

Not many people would .apply 
for a job that, requires being on 
duty 24 hours a day, provides no 
monetary compensation and has 
high levels of stress, despite 
offering great 
rewards. 

Yet this describes the job of 
being a parent. Small wonder 
then that parents sometimes 
may need outside help with their 
children. 

Admitting you cannot handle a 
problem is never easy, but when 
your child's behavior is involved 
it-can be an extremely difficult 
admission. 

Child psychologist Norma Doft 
has written a book to help par- 
ents who may be wrestling with 
this problem. In ‘‘When Your 
Child Needs Help: A Parent’s 
Guide to Therapy’’ (Harmony 
Book $18) Doft provides par- 
‘ith the professional's per- 
spective on therapy for children. 

The book tells parents when to 
seek professional help, what to 
look for in a therapist and what 
to expect during their child’s 
therapy: It also offers an impor- 
tant portrait of children and 
their feelings, and the impor- 
tance of play .in working out 
those feelings. 

In ber book Doft tries to help 
parents distinguish between nor- 
mal difficult phases of childhood 





emotional, _ 


and periods of stress that the 
family may be unable to control 
without outside help. 

She offers the following ques- 
tious for parents to consider in 
making the decision about 
whether outside professional help 
is needed for their child. 

‘e Is my child experiencing pro- 
longed and intense discomfort? 
A child can become stuck in cer- 
tain ways of behaving that are 
causing him pain and may be 
unable to change by himself or 
with the help of his parents. 

* How long has the problem 
been going on and how intense is 
it? Some problems can be dis- 
missed as ‘‘age-appropriate,” 
but parents need to consider the 
duration of the problem and how 
the child responds to parental 
efforts to control it or change it. . 

* Is my child’s problem affect- 
ing other areas of his develop- 
ment? Professional help may be 
needed for problems that spill 
over from one area of your 
child’s life into the day-to-day 
development — sleeping, eating, 
using the toilet, school perfor- 
mance and friendships, 

Doft says that any problem 
that interferes with -a_ child's 
ability to learn new skills'.or 
master problems in his life is 
going to affect his self-esteem 
and therefore requires a profes- 
sional evaluation: 

° Is the family affected by the 
child's problem? Children’s prob- 


lems can cause parental conflict 
and cause stress for siblings and 
other family members. 


How a child manages stress 
depends on a number of vari- 
ables, Doft says. The child's 
temperament, his personal vul- 
nerabilities and other things that 
are happening in his life will 
affect his reaction to stress, she 
says, 

Certain conditions can put a 
child at risk for needing profes- 
sional help, Doft says. Among 
those condition are divorce, 
learning disabilities, physical 
handicaps, a parent or rents 
who abuse drugs or alcohol and 
traumatic events like child 


abuse or the death of a loved 
one. 
One important point Doft 


makes to parents is that therapy 
need not be a long-term solution. 
In many cases, she says, a one- 
time consultation may be all 
that is necessary, and she rec- 
ommends this for parents who 
have doubts about seéking help 
for their child.

“At this point, indeed, it looks 
like a comfortable fit,’ SIU 
Chancellor James Brown said 
Jan. 6. The legislature and gov- 
ernor would have to approve the 
plan for it to go into effect 

Brown said the SIU board has 
indicated that, if thé latest pro- 
posal is approved, the board 
would go along with the idea. "‘It 
was something they could view 
favorably,”’ he said. 
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
